Tourers  praised 
for  doing  shows 
on  'days  off’

Suntanned  and  tired,  the 
BYU  Program  Bureau  re- 
turned Wednesday  from  their 
Orient  tour.  Most  of  them 
arrived  by  jet  at  the  Salt 
Lake  City  airport  .at  8:30 
a.m.  Wednesday. 

The  tour  left  Provo  June 
20,  to  tour  military  in- 
stallations in  the  Pacific  by 
invitation  of  the  Department 
of  the  Army. 

THE  FIRST  show  of  the 
tour  was  in  Japan  where 
Bureauers  stayed  about 
three  days.  The  next  stop 
was  Korea  where  they  stayed 
for  a week  and  a half;  then 
they  went  back  to  north  Japan 
for  a week.  Following  that 
they  went  to  Okinawa  for  a 
week,  then  returned  to  Japan 
for  about  three  more  days. 
After  the  last  shows  in  Japan 
they  flew  to  Guam  for  almost 
a week,  then  ended  the  tour 
with  a week  in  Hawaii. 

According  to  Norm  Niel- 
sen, student  tour  director, 
the  tourers  were  well  looked 
upon  by  the  Army  because 
on  their  days  off,  that  is, 
when  there  were  no  shows  to 
give  for  the  Army,  they  ar- 
ranged for  shows  on  their 
own.  These  were  mostly  pre- 
sented for  missions  of  the 
LDS  Church  and  in  cities  that 
knew  nothing  about  the  Mor- 
mons. The  tourers  felt  that 
thfey  had  done  much  to  help 
the  missionaries  with  these 
shows. 

THE  U.S.  STATE  DEPT, 
also  arranged  for  some 
“person  to  person”  shows 
in  Japan,  Korea  and  Okin- 
awa. 

Traveling  on  the  Military 
Air  Transport  system,  the 
Program  Bureau  traveled 
light.  The  “Curtain  Time” 
show  was  so  organized  and 
practical  that  enough  scen- 
ery to  cover  the  stage  twice 
was  carried  in  two  foot- 
lockers  weighing  less  than 
150  pounds,  Nielsen  said.

President  Ernest  L*. 
Wilkinson  Tuesday  an- 
nounced the  appointment  of 
Howard  Campbell  as  direc- 
tor of  institutional  research 
for  the  LDS  Church  Unified 
School  System.

IN  THE  AREA  of  cur- 
riculum a study  will  be  made 
of  specific  courses  and  gen- 
eral areas  of  study  needed  by 
students  to  fulfill  the  needs 


of  their  prospective  employ- 
ers. The  study  will  deter- 
mine whether  present  cour- 
ses are  giving  adequate 
knowledge  and  preparation  to 
qualify  students  in  their  re- 
spective fields. 

This  research  will  direct- 
ly benefit  students,  faculty 
members,  and  people  of  the 
community  and  nation,  Mr. 
Campbell  said.  This  self 
evaluation  is  designed  to  as- 
sist Brigham  Young  Uni- 
versity and  other  institutions 
in  the  Church  Unified  School 
System  to  better  serve  the 
purpose  of  their  existence. 

Campbell  said  that  several 
projects  are  presently  under 
study,  but  he  said  he  was

Fuerstner  to  leave. . . 

Over  50  Y concerts 
end  on  'well  done’

Monday  night  marked  the 
end  of  a musical  epoch  at 
BYU.  Carl  Fuerstner,  the 
artist  who  has  graced  BYU*  s 
concert  stages  more  fre- 
quently than  any  other  in  the 
past  few  years,  presented  his 
final  concert  before  an  ap- 
preciative, if  somewhat  re- 
gretful audience— regretful 
because  of  the  realization 
that  after  this  month  he 
leaves  Provo  and  BYU  to  take 
up  residence  in  Los  Angeles. 

THE  SOLO  concerts  Mr. 
Fuerstner  had  played  here 
alone  must  reach  into  num- 
bers above  50.  His  appear- 
ances as  assisting  artist  ex- 
ceed that  number  consider- 
ably. Amazing  as  this  might 
be,  one  is  even  more  as- 
tounded to  learn  that  there 
are  very  few  pieces  which  he 
has  played  more  than  once 
in  the  course  of  the  12  years 
or  so  that  he  has  been  here. 

Mr.  Fuerstner’s  concert 


Monday  was  well  done.  The 
typical  Fuerstner  program- 
ming— some  pieces  practic- 
ally unknown  even  to  the  con- 
noissuer  of  music,  some 
better  known  and  all  above 
reproach  in  taste  and  sel- 
ection. The  flair  for  the  dif- 
ficult but  flashy  works  and 
the  infallible  musical  judg- 
ment with  which  they  were 
interpreted  made  the  whole 
evening  an  enjoyable  one. 

EXCEPT  FOR  A few  in- 
stances where  some  of  the 
more  treacherous  passages 
got  away  from  him  and  one 
or  two  memory  slips,  the  te- 
chnical aspect  of  the  per- 
formance was  excellent. 

But  at  the  end  of  the 
whole  series  of  Fuerstner 
appearances  on  BYU’ s stage, 
the  almost  overpowering 
emotion  was:  “Farewell, 
good  friend;  may  out  paths 
cross  again  soon.  God  bless 
you.”  '

'Harvey’  gets 
approving  nod

“Harvey,”  presented  in  the 
Arena  Theatre  in  the  Smoot 
Administration  Bldg.  If 
Tuesday  afternoon’s  perfor- 
mance is  any  indication  of 
what  the  future  performan- 
ces will  be  like,  attendees 
won’t  be  disappointed. 

LYNN  BENSON,  as  El- 
wood  P.  Dowd,  the  man  whose 
best  friend  is  a 6’ 1-1/2” 
rabbit  named  Harvey,  does  a 
tremendous  job.  His  easy, 
friendly  manner  is  so  na- 
tural that  one  finds  himself 
forgetting  that  he  is  just  an 
actor  and  sometimes,  when 
he  is  talking  to  Harvey,  one 
can  almost  see  that  big  white 
rabbit, 

Peggy  L au  ten  s c hi  ager 
made  an  interesting  char- 
acter out  of  Veta  Simmons, 
Elwood’s  society-climbing 
sister,  who  tries  to  get  her 
brother  committed  to  a men- 
tal institution  and  almost 
ends  up  getting  committed 
herself. 

AS  MYRTLE  Simmons, 
Veta’s  daughter,  Lea  Ward 
was  somewhat  stilted  and 
artificial  in  her  movements 
and  gestures,  so  that  at  times 
they  seemed  almost  puppet- 
like and  she  used  the  same 
gestures  too  repeatedly.  Her 
characterization  was  enjoy- 
able, though,  and  she  had 
some  very  good  facial  ex- 
pressions and  her  voice  was 
for  the  most  part  good,  ex- 
cept for  a few  moments  when 
it  got  a little  too  high  pitched. 
Also,  there  were  times  when 
she,  as  well  as  some  of  the 
other  actors,  dropped  char- 
acter when  they  had  no  lines 
to  say. 

Marijane  Johnson  was  a 
lovely  nurse,  but  she  didn’t 
seem  to  be  the  type  of  char- 
acter her  lines  suggested. 
Blaine  Quarnstrom’s  Dr. 
Sanderson  was  hard  to  un- 
derstand at  times.  One  could 
never  quite  figure  him  out. 
And  Dr.  Chumley,  Bob  De- 
spain,  was  not  the  dignified 
psychiatrist  one  would  ex- 
pect as  the  head  of  a rest 
home.  Perhaps  if  he  had 
stood  a little  straighter  and 
spoken  his  lines  a little  more 
authoritatively,  his  charac- 
ter might  have  come  across 
a little  better.
